In order to gain ttoe Instead 


of launching the boats the men, 
cla.. oored down ropes to de- 
stroyers 
which 
BTarmed 


around the stricken vessel and 
came close alongside. 


This operation was greatly 


facilitated by the fact that the 
sea was not rough. The trpojjv.- 
ship was a member, jpf. a-iaigV-.:. 
convoy approaching the Eng- 
lish coast. The vessel was tor- 
pedoed 200 miles from shore _at 
three o'clock on Friday after- 
noon. 


No One Injured 


The transfer of the American sol- 


diers from the gtricken vess»l to es- 
corting British and American torpe- 
do boat destroyers •was' made with- 
out injury to anyone. 


They all escaped Injury -when the 


torpedo exploded and they wore Boon 
on their way to a British port. 


There was no sign of panto on 


board and the admirabl* behavior of 
the men wai especially gratifying to 
the officers. 


Many of 'the troops cam* from 


Chicago and Cleveland and * larg* 
percentage of them were factory 
hands of foreign extraction. Their 
behavior proved that they bad as- 
similated tha true spirit of the 
American soldier. 


Submarine Disappears 


Several soldiers told the AssoeUt. 


ed Press that they saw the German 
submarine lifted clear out of tha wa- 
ter after one of the depth bombs ex- 
ploded and then entirely disappear. 


Something had cane wrong with 


the troopship's engines which com- 
pelled her for a time to lag behind 
the rest of tha convoy, but the trou- 
ble had been fixed and she was fast 
catching up with the other trans- 
ports when a torpedo hit her juit 
forward of the engine room. 


Vessel Is Beached 


The vessel at ones began to link 


by the bow. 
Many of the soldiers 


at the time weer taking baths. They 
did not wait to dress, but made for 
the deck with what little clothing 
they could' hastily lay their hands 
on. 
The water «was rushing in at 


such a arte that it was thought th« 
steamer would quickly founder. 


To the surprise of most of tha 


soldiers, the troop ship did not sink. 
Some means appaerntly were found 
to check the inrush of the water and 
she got near enough to the shore to 
be beached. 
It is hoped that the 


vessel ultimately can be saved.
